Without  a  regular  supply  from  Auxiliaries,  it  is  evi¬ 
dent  that  its  measures  will  be  greatly,  if  not  irrepara¬ 
bly  embarrassed.  Funds  are  immediately  needed  for 
the  Greek  Mission,  still  more  urgently  for  the  Green 
Bay  Mission,  and  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  So¬ 
ciety.  We  are  confident  that  its  necessities  are  not 
known,  and  that  the  simple  announcement  of  its  situ¬ 
ation  is  sufficient  to  elicit  the  zeal  and  energies  of  its 
friends,  to  a  degree  correspondent  with  their  obliga¬ 
tions.  We  mourn  that  more  extensive  opportunities 
of  usefulness  in  the  Missionary  field  are  not  opened  to 
us — let  us  not  give  evidence  of  insincerity,  by  slight¬ 
ing  those  to  which  we  are  already  pledged  before 
God  and  man,  and  from  which,  we  cannot  shrink  with¬ 
out  crime  and  disgrace.  Our  dependence,  however, 
is  upon  God,  and  under  him,  upon  those  who  are  par¬ 
takers  of  his  grace,  and  with  such  dependence,  we 
have  no  fears  for  the  result.

CONSECRATIO.N  OF  CHRIST  CHURCH,  NASHVILLE,  TEN¬ 
NESSEE. 

On  Wednesday  last,  July  6,  the  new  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  town  was  solemnly  consecrated  by  the 
name  of  Christ  Church,  and  dedicated  to  the  worship 
of  Almighty  God.  The  sacred  ceremonies  were  per¬ 
formed  by  the  Right  Rev.  William  Meade,  Assistant 
Bishop  of  Virginia,  with  the  aid  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Otey 
of  Franklin  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  W’eller  pastor  of  the  new 
church.  They  were  of  the  most  interesting  and  im¬ 
pressive  character  and  the  sermon  by  the  Bishop  was 
remarkably  appropriate,  instructive,  and  eloquent. 
On  the  same  day  the  rites  of  Confirmation  and  the 
Lord’s  Supper  were  administered.  Notwithstanding 
the  uncertain  appearance  of  the  weather  and  the  fre¬ 
quent  occurrence  of  showers  through  the  day,  a  very 
large  audience,  composed  of  ladies  and  gentlemen, 
was  present,  during  both  parts  of  the  day.  The  visit 
of  the  Bishop  has  been  highly  useful  and  interesting 
and  has  left  behind  it  an  impression,  which  we  hope 
will  be  as  deep  and  lasting,  as  it  has  been  salutary  and 
agreeable. 

Description  of  the  Church. — The  new  edifice  which 
has  just  been  erected  in  this  town  for  the  use  of  the 
Protestant  Flpiscopal  Church,  is  one  of  the  neatest, 
most  convenient,  and  most  appropriate  buildings  -of 
the  kind  in  the  Western  country.  It  is  perhaps  rather 
too  small,  if  regard  be  had  to  the  rapid  growth  of  our 
population  and  to  the  probable  future  accessions  to 
the  Church.  It  is  however  amply  large  enough  for 
present  emergencies,  and  w’ill,  we  presume,  make 
draughts  sufficiently  heavy  upon  the  resources  of  the 
congregation. — It  is  very  eligibly  situated  at  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  Spring  and  High  streets,  in  a  central  and  elevat¬ 
ed  part  of  the  town,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  other ! 
churches  and  yet  sufficiently  remote  from  them.

The  reports  of  tlie  several  parishes  were  presented 
and  read,  presenting  generally  a  prosperous  condition 
of  the  churches,  except  Grace  Church,  which  is  with¬ 
out  a  Rector.  In  Bristol,  there  are  230  communicants, 
39  added  the  last  year;  8  marriages,  20  baptisms,  8 
births,  1  death. 

St.  Paul’s  Church,  Pawtucket,  has  130  communi¬ 
cants,  a  large  number  added  the  last  year,  16  marri¬ 
ages,  and  6  deaths  in  the  parish.  , 

Trinity  Church,  Newport,  165  communicants,  10 
added  last  year,  8  died,  11  baptisms. 

Grace  Churcli,  Providence,  37  communicants,  10 
added  the  last  year,  8  baptisms,  3  deaths. 

St.  Paul’s,  Wickford,  has  no  Sunday  school;  1  bap- 
tism,  4  marriages,  3  deaths. 

St.  Mark’s,  Warren,  has  recently  erected  a  church 
edifice,  and  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition;  7  bap¬ 
tisms,  3  marriages,  2  burials.

tion  which  it  appears  to  deserve,  but  from  a  cursory 
perusal,  have  formed  a  high  estimate  of  Its  value.

DIOCESE  OF  MARYLA.ND. 

ADDRESS  OF  BISHOP  STONE  TO  THE  CONVENTION 
OF  MARYLAND. 

Rer.  Brethren  i>f  the  Clerjfj,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  l4iitjr  i 

In  compliance  with  the  45th  canon  of  the  General 
Convention,  I  now  present  to  vou  my  first  report.  It 
embraces  only  a  part  of  the  (Conventional  year,  from 
2l8t  October  last  to  the  present  lime. 

The  first  Episcopal  duty  that  I  had  to  perform,  wa.s 
occasioned  by  a  letter  which  I  received  from  the  Rev. 
Wm.  L.  Marshall,  a  clergyman  of  this  diocese,  bearing 
date  the  21st  October,  notifying  me — “That  it  was 
his  intention  not  any  longer  to  discharge  the  functions 
of  a  minister  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.” 
In  discharge  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  the  3d 
canon  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  (jhurch  in  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States,  passed  at  the  General  Convention,  in  the 
year  1S2!).  I  have  recorded  the  declaration  of  the  said 
Win.  L.  Marshall,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Wyatt,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keech,  have  displaced  him 
from  his  grade  m  the  ministry  of  this  church:  due 
notice  thereof  has  since  been  given  to  the  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  authority  of  every  diocese. 

The  first  confirmation  that  I  held  was  in  Trinity 
church,  Baltimore,  in  the  evening  of  the  22d  October : 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Montgomery  from  Philadelphia,  preached, 
and  thirty-six  persons  were  confirmed.  On  Sunday, 
the  1  U!i  of  November,  I  preached  in  St.  Peter’s  church, 
Baltimore,  and  fifty-seven  persons  presented  them¬ 
selves  to  renew  and  confirm  their  baptismal  vows.  In 
the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  officiated  in  Christ 
church,  Baltimore;  but,  in  consequence  of  the  pro¬ 
tracted  illness  of  the  Rector,  he  had  not  been  able  to 
prepare  any  of  his  congregation  for  confirmation. 

Having  been  absent,  nearly  two  months  from  my 
parish,  in  consequence  of  severe  family  affliction,  I 
considered  it  a  duty  that  I  owed  to  my  flock,  not  to 
leave  them  again  during  the  term  of  my  engagement. 
The  time  that  I  engaged  to  officiate  in  Chester  parish, 
has  expired,  and  I  have  not  since  Laken  charge  of  any 
other  church,  presuming  from  the  expression  of  a 
general  desire  to  separate  the  duties  of  the  Episcopate 
from  panxihial  obligations,  that  something  may  be 
done  at  this  Convention,  to  render  such  a  measure  on 
my  part  unnecessary.  The  resolution  of  the  last  con¬ 
vention  upon  this  subject,  has,  I  believe,  been  partially 
attended  to;  but,  I  am  not  able  to  inffirm  you  what 
amount  of  funds  has  been  raised  towards  effecting  so 
desirable  an  object.  The  importance  of  the  subject 
will,  no  doubt,  suggest  itself  to  your  consideration 
during  the  present  session. 

1  have  visited  33  churches,  and  confirmed  5C5  per¬ 
sons. 

During  my  late  visitation  I  consecrated  to  the  wor¬ 
ship  of  Almighty  God,  two  chapels  in  Port  Tobacco 
parish,  by  the  names  of  St.  James’  and  St.  Paul’s 
chapels ;  also  the  church  in  St.  John’s  Parish,  Prince 
George’s,  by  the  name  of  Christ  church. 

On  Sunday,  24th  April,  in  the  chapel  of  St.  Paul’s, 
Prince  George’s  county,  I  admitted  to  the  holy  order 
of  Priests,  the  Rev.  John  Swan,  who  since  his  ordi¬ 
nation  has  accepted  an  appointment  to  Trinity  church. 
Upper  Marlborough. 

A  variety  of  circumstances  had  occurred  to  postpone 
the  decision  of  the  church  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  T. 
Clowes,  LL.  D.  formerly  Rector  of  the  Parish  in  this 
place.  On  .Monday,  23th  March,  however,  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee  met,  after  due  canonical  notice,  and 
legal  summons  to  attend  the  trial  being  given  him  by 
a  special  messenger  sent  on  for  that  purpose.  In  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  absence  of  the  accused,  at  the  ap¬ 
pointed  time,  I  proceeded  to  pronounce  him  suspended 
for  contumacy,  in  correspondence  with  the  provisions 
of  the  2Sth  canon  of  the  State  Convention ;  and  at  the 
expiration  of  six  months,  unless  he  should  during  that 
period  come  forward  and  request  a  trial,  the  sentence 
of  degradation  will  be  finally  pronounced,  and  without 
further  process,  he  will  be  dismissed  from  the  ministry. 

There  is  one  more  subject  to  which  I  would  call 
your  attention  before  I  close  this  report 

The  Missionary  Society,  which  was  established  in 
this  Diocese  many  years  ago,  has,  from  some  cause, 
ceased  to  perform  any  efficient  operations.  At  this 
time  it  exists  only  in  name,  and  unless  something  is 
done  to  arouse  its  energies,  it  might  as  well  not  exist 
The  Ri<rht  R‘*v.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  after  vi.siting  a 
part  of  this  Diocese,  in  his  report  to  the  Convention, 
strenuously  recommends  the  system  of  Diocesan  .Mis¬ 
sions,  and  concludes  by  observing,  “should  the  Dio¬ 
cese  of  Maryland  deem  it  advisable  to  carry  this  sys¬ 
tem  into  extensive  and  vigorous  operation,  I  feel  con¬ 
fident  that  the  success  will  be  more  than  proportional 
to  the  effort”  And  the  Rev.  President  of  our  late 
Conventions,  also  suggested  his  views  upon  the  sub¬ 
ject;  “  I  cannot,  says  he,  “  refrain  from  suggesting 
the  great  and  increasing  necessity  which  ap^ars  to 
exist  in  many  sections  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  service 
of  Missonaries.  It  is  truly  painful  to  witness  there, 
the  languishing  state  of  the  Church;  and  nothing  but 
the  energetic  co-operation  of  all  the  parishes,  in  l^half 
of  an  e.xtended  Missionary  system,  can  procure  for  our 
Church  the  prosperity,  to  which  her  evangelical  doc¬ 
trines,  her  pure  worship,  and  her  divine  orio^in,  justly 
entitle  her.”  °  ^ 

It  i^B  certainly  an  imperious  duty,  that  we  owe  to 
the  Church,  to  put  forth  our  energies  with  zeal,  in 
order  to  save  her  from  entire  prostration.  In  some 
parts  of  our  Diocese,  she  is  only  known  by  name,  and 
the  present  generation  are  reminded  of  her  former 
existence  by  the  remains  of  her  dilapidated  temples 
In  other  parts  again,  there  are  a  few  Episcopalians, 
who  yet  survive,  and  are  warmly  attached  to  her  vene¬ 
rable  forms  of  worsliip.  They  deeply  deplore  the 
causes  that  have  operated  in  producing  such  a  lamenta¬ 
ble  slate  of  things ;  but,  are  without  the  necessary 
means  of  procuring  the  regular  ministrations  of  a  sta¬ 
tion^  minister  of  the  Church.  Can  we  sit  uninter¬ 
ested  spectators  of  these  sad  events,  and  feel  no  dispo¬ 
sition  to  reach  out  our  hands  in  aid  of  our  suffering 
brethren  .  I  am  sure  that  you  possess  too  much  Chris¬ 
tian  feeling,  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  their  importunate 
elicitations.  They  do  not  ask  us  to  take  the  whole 
burden  upon  ourselves;  for  they  are  ready  and  will¬ 
ing  to  co-operate  with  us  in  raising  funds,  if  we  will 
promise  to  send  a  Missionary  to  preach  unto  them  the 
words  of  eternal  life. 

What  we  intend  to  do,  let  us  do  quickly.  No  time 
will  ever  be  more  proper  than  the  present,  to  set 
about  the  important  work.  A  few  years  more  will 
close  the  earthly  scene  of  many,  who  are  now  perish¬ 
ing  for  lack  of  knowledge.  Can  we  hesitate  one 
moment  about  the  duty  we  ought  to  perform  1  “  Free¬ 
ly  ye  have  received, /rcc?y  give.”  If  he,  who  gave  a 
cup  of  cold  water  to  a  disciple  of  Christ,  did  not  lose 
his  reward ;  how  much  greater  must  our  reward  be, 
if,  by  our  timely  efibrts  and  persevering  endeavors, 
we  are  made  instrumental  in  saving  many  souls  from 
dettjL 


The  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  have 
kindly  offered  to  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  dollars  for  one  year,  provided  a  Mis¬ 
sionary  is  employed  by  the  proper  authority.

CHURCH  OF  GENEVA. 

M.  O.AVSSEN. 

We  continue  to  look  with  much  interest  at  the  dis¬ 
cussions  in  the  church  of  Geneva,  relative  to  M.  Gaus- 
sen,  because  we  perceive  in  them,  as  we  trust,  the 
germ  of  important  benefits,  beyond  the  immediate  oc¬ 
casion  of  the  controversy.  Already  has  much  atten¬ 
tion  been  excited  to  the  points  in  agitation ;  the  ques¬ 
tion  is  every  where  asked,  “  Are  the  doctrines  which 
1  M  Gaiissen  preaches,  such  as  the  fallen  and  helpless 
condition  of  mankind,  the  Divinity  and  atonement  of 
Christ,  and  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  doc¬ 
trines  of  Scripture?”  Meetings  for  spiritual  edification 
have  been  established  in  Geneva,  and  many  perrons 
who  never  before  seriously  reflected  upon  religion, 
are  beginning  to  Uke  an  earnest  interest  in  the  sub¬ 
ject  M.  Gaussen  has  not  been  betrayed  either  into 
those  doctrinal  errors  which  impeded  M.  Malan’s  use¬ 
fulness,  or  to  a  secession  from  his  church,  which  curtail¬ 
ed  his  influence.  “I  cannot,”  he  says,  “comprehend 
why  I  am  to  quit  my  church,  and  cease  to  proclaim  in 
its  communion  those  truths  which  were  preached  in 
her  bright  days,  just  because  the  majority  of  her  pas¬ 
tors  have  throw’n  them  off.  Ought  1,  as  a  point  of 
honour,  to  leave  my  parish,  where  I  preach  salvation 
by  the  blood  of  Christ,  because  as  I  conceive  others  do 
not  preach  it  in  theirs?  Ought  I  to  separate  myself 
from  the  ancient  church  of  Geneva,  in  which  Jesus 
Christ  was  adored  as  the  true  God  and  eternal  life,  be¬ 
cause  in  my  eyes  others  are  no  longer  of  it  ?  So  far 
from  thinking  that  I  ought  in  honour  to  leave  the 
church  because  it  is  in  danger,  I  think  that  honour  re¬ 
quires  me  to  cleave  to  it  more  than  ever,  and  to  em¬ 
brace  it  to  the  last.” 

M.  Gaussen  has  thrown  much  light  upon  the  insidi- 1 
ous  process  by  which  the  orthodox  catechism  was 
silently  and  gradually  set  aside,  and  the  present  ex¬ 
ceptionable  formulary  substituted  in  its  place.  Some 
forty  or  fifty  years  ago,  Ostervald’s  Catechism  was 
introduced,  hut  constant  alterations  for  the  w’orse  were 
made  in  rapidly  succeeding  editions:  ns,  for  example, 
one  edition  has  this  advertisement :  “  The  best  works 
may  lie  improved  ;  so  it  is  here  ;  some  skilful  hands  at 
l.Ausanne  have  touched  it  up.”  Again,  in  another 
impression :  “  Several  truths  have  been  more  clearly 
handled  in  this  edition  ;”  a  specimen  of  which  touching 
up  and  clear-handling  appears,  for  instance,  in  the  sec¬ 
tion  entitled,  “On  the  divine  and  human  nature  of 
Jesus  Christ,”  which  is  altered  to  “On  the  perron  of 
Jesus  Christ”  By  and  bye  we  read,  “This  catechism 
has  been  modeled  upon  that  of  Ostervald ;”  but  in  the 
modeling  was  lost  the  doctrine  of  the  fall  of  man,  and 
the  Divinity  of  Christ.  This  under-ground  process  is 
most  dishonourable  to  those  who  planned  and  conduct¬ 
ed  it  The  greatest  possible  publicity  ought  to  be 
given  to  the  re-modeling  of  ecclesiastical  documents ; 
and  the  disingenuous  secrecy  of  the  business  proves 
that  the  piastors  were  conscious  they  were  contraven¬ 
ing  the  doctrines  of  their  church. 

If  any  new  proof  were  wanted  of  the  fearful  state 
ofthingsin  the  church  of  Geneva,  it  will  be  found  in 
the  fact,  that  M.  Clieneviere,  one  of  the  most  celebra¬ 
ted  of  its  pastors  and  professors,  has  just  published  a 
treatise  “On  the  Theological  system  of  the  Trinity,” 
in  which  he  boldly  asserts  as  his  reasons  for  obtruding 
his  book  on  his  countrymen  and  the  world,  that  the 
blessed  doctrine  of  the  divinity  of  Christ  disfigures  reli¬ 
gion,  impedes  the  progress  of  the  reformation,  multi¬ 
plies  sceptics,  and  is  a  most  deplorable  error.  How 
many  months,  or  weeks,  or  days,  would  a  clergyman 
in  the  church  of  England,  or  a  professor  in  our  uni¬ 
versities,  be  permitted  to  retain  his  offices  after  such 
a  declaration  ;  and  yet,  while  M.  Gaussen  is  persecu¬ 
ted,  no  ecclesiastical  censure  has  been  passed  upon  .M. 
Clieneviere.  '  Will  not  God  visit  ibr  these  things? 
Has  he  not  indeed  already  visited  by  the  fearful  spirit¬ 
ual  lethargy  which  has  fallen  upon  this  corrupted 
church?  Yet  we  rejoice  to  see  symptoms  of  hope; 
many  are  beginning  to  awaken  from  their  slumbers; 
and  we  doubt  not  that  by  the  blessing  of  God,  as  the 
blood  of  the  martyrs  was  ever  the  seed  of  the  church, 
the  persecutions  which  have  assailed  such  men  as  M. 
Gaussen,  will  lead  to  serious  discussion  and  prayer, 
and  that  even  yet  the  church  of  Geneva  will  be  a 
praise  in  the  earth. — Lon.  Chr.  Obs. 


From  the  Journal  of  Humanity. 

REFORMED  INDIANS. 

Mr.  Tracy — The  following  extract  of  a  letter,  dated 
Danville,  Vermilion  county,  Illinois,  contains  an  ac¬ 
count  of  a  singularly  interesting  reformation  among  an 
Indian  tribe  dwelling  in  those  parts.  If  you  think  it 
would  subserve  the  cause  of  temperance  and  religion, 
you  are  at  liberty  to  publish  it  in  your  valuable  Jour¬ 
nal.  Respectfully  yours,  C. 

I  will  hasten  while  I  have  room,  to  give  you  a  short 
account  of  an  interesting  meeting  held  here  last  Sab¬ 
bath.  I  had  a  previous  appointment  in  this  place,  and 
arrived  on  Saturday  evening.  Soon  after  my  arrival  1  was 
informed  that  about  5(1  Indians  had  just  come  to  town, 
and  pitched  tlieir  tents  at  a  short  distance,  to  remain 
till  Tuesday:  and  that  the  principal  chief,  who  is  called 
the  Prophet,  wished  to  see  me.  After  dark  I  repaired 
to  the  camp  and  made  myself  known  to  thelnterpreter. 
He  announced  it  to  the  Indians  who  were  lying  and 
sitting  around  their  tents  and  fires.  They  all  came 
forward,  men,  women  and  children,  and  shook  hands 
with  me  in  token  of  friendship.  After  this  long  cere¬ 
mony  was  over,  1  had  some  conversation  with  tne  pro¬ 
phet.  He  informed  me  that  he  had  been  labouring 
five  or  six  years  with  his  people,  to  get  them  into  the 

good  way."  He  said  that  no  one  had  taught  him, 
and  that  he  could  not  read  the  Bible,  which  he  believed 
contained  the  true  words  of  the  Great  Spirit  For  a 
long  time  the  red  men  would  not  believe  him,  had 
laughed  at  him  and  despised  him  ;  still  he  continued 
to  teach  them  what  the  Great  Spirit  had  taught  him. 
After  a  long  time  a  few  began  to  believe  and  regard 
him,  and  now  he  had  347  followers. 

I  bad  heard  of  them  before,  and  of  the  great  refor¬ 
mation  which  he  had  been  the  means  of  effecting  among 
the  Kickapoos  and  Potowatamies.  1  have  since  made 
many  more  inquiries  of  various  perrons  from  different 
places  respecting  them.  Ck)ncerning  the  reform  of 
tlieir  prophet  from  a  very  intemperate,  vicious  perron, 
to  a  sober,  honest,  Christian-like  man.  I  have  not 
time  to  tell  you  the  particulars.  He  has  reclaimed 
his  followers  from  their  most  heathenish  practices. 
They  abstain  entirely  from  the  use  of  all  intoxicating 
liquors.  It  is  said  that  they  cannot  be  hired  to  taste  ^ 
it.  They  no  longer  lie,  or  swear,  or  steal,  and  are 
very  strict  in  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath.  So  far 
are  they  from  the  spirit  of  revenge  that  they  offer  no 
resistance  to  tliose  who  abuse  them.  They  evince  an 
ardent  desire  to  learn,  and  to  understand  the  Bible. 
Most  of  them  know  the  English  alphabet,  but  none  of 
them  can  read.  Whenever  they  can  get  any  one  to 
teach  them,  they  gladly  attend :  but  they  have  never 
had  more  than  a  few  hours’  instroction  from  any  body. 
Their  situation  has  not  been  much  known  abroad  or  I 
trust  some  of  their  wants  would  have  been  supplied. 

On  Sabbath  morning  I  again  repaired  to  the  camp, 
and  ag^in  the  Indians  flocked  around  and  kept  me  a 
long  time  at  the  ceremony  of  shaking  hands.  I  then 
invited  the  prophet  to  attend  our  Sabbath  school.  He 
did  so  and  took  with  him  a  number  of  Indian  youth 
whom  we  instructed.  Whilst  there  they  behavetf  with 
the  greatest  propriety  and  order.  At  an  early  hour  a 
large  congregation  composed  of  different  denomina¬ 
tions,  assembled  tc^ether.  We  had  no  bouse  large 
enough  to  hold  half  of  them.  At  half  past  ten  we  all 
repaired  to  the  Indian  encampment  lying  in  a  beauti¬ 
ful  grove  on  the  Big  Vermillion  river.  A  wagon  was 
drawn  up  in  which  the  prophet,  the  interpreter,  and 
myself  stood  to  address  the  people. 

The  Indians  srere  seated  on  the  ground  in  an  oblong 
circle ;  around  them  stood  several  nundred  white  peo¬ 


ple.  The  prophet  began  by  addressing  himself  to  his 
own  people.  Very  soon  many  of  them  were  bathed  in 
tears;  some  wept  aloud,  and  most  of  them  were  in  a 
state  of  deep  feeling.  W'hen  the  prophet  had  done,  he 
order^  the  interpreter  to  tell  us  that  it  was  not  because 
he  had  been  threatening  them,  or  scolding  at  them, 
that  they  wept  so,  but  tecause  he  had  told  them  that 
they  were  sinners  and  must  repent  of  what  they  had 
done  or  thought  wrong;  and  that  they  must  do  it  note, 
for  they  might  not  have  another  time.  He  then  ad¬ 
dressed  all  by  ttia  interpreter.  He  spoke  of  intemper¬ 
ance  as  the  caude’of  most  of  the  evils  among  Indians 
and  other  people.  His  remarks  on  Uiat  subject  were 
pertinent,  and  such  as  nature  taught  him.  His  ideas 
on  religious  subjects  were  simple  but  correct. 

After  he  had  closed  I  addressed  the  congregation ;  1 
could  not  but  reprove  the  whites  when  I  compared 
them  with  these  Indians,  who  really  seemed  to  be 
taught  by  a  good  spirit,  and  to  improve  according  to 
the  little  knowledge  they  had.  I  fear  that  these  poor 
people  who  feed  upon  the  crumbs  will  rise  in  judgment, 
and  condemn  many  of  this  generation  who  contemptu¬ 
ously  neglect  the  abundance  which  is  offered  them.

THE  TEMPERANCE  REFOR.M.ATION. 

If  one  would  see  tlie  full  extent  of  the  temperance 
reformation,  let  him  go  to  the  icterior  of  New-England ; 
which  possesses  the  advaiitageof  a  homogeneous  popu¬ 
lation,  and  is  therefore  best  calculated  to  exhibit  a 
united  concert  of  action.  There  you  may  find  many 
townshi|)s  and  villages  where  the  transformation  is  as 
great  as  if  a  parcht^  and  withered  meadow  should  be 
suddenly  changed  into  the  freshness,  bloom  and  vur- 
dure  of  spring.  Rum  is  a  stranger  and  an  enemy. 
The  people,  as  they  think  of  the  hated  union  from 
which  they  have  been  divorced,  wonder  at  what  they 
have  been,  and  exult  at  what  they  are.  They  feel 
like  an  emancipated  race,  lightened  from  their  chains, 
and  glorying  in  their  freedom. 

The  same  purifying  influence,  though  not  in  an 
equal  degree,  extends  to  the  sea-coast  and  to  seamen  ; 
to  the  crowded  population  of  towns  and  cities.  Of 
this  the  writer  has  had  a  beautiful  illustration,  during 
a  short  stay  in  New-Bedford.  The  change  which  he 
witnessed,  was  at  once  astonishing  and  delightful.  A 
few  years  ago,  when  he  stopped  at  that  place,  and  at 
the  same  public  house  as  on  the  present  occasion,  he 
could  not  but  remark  the  extraordinary  attraction 
which  the  bar  afforded  to  a  multitude  of  people,  who 
presented  themselves  successively  for  their  toddy,  sling, 
cherry,  Jamaica,  brandy,  gin,  &.C.  as  if  these  various 
inodifleations  of  liquid  poison  constituted  the  summum 
bonum  of  human  existence.  On  Sundays  it  was  de¬ 
cidedly  w'orse  than  on  other  days.  The  stream  ot 
thirsty  perrons  was  more  incessant,  and  their  thirst 
more  ardent.  Although  many  went  immediately  away, 
others  remained  to  enjoy  the  society  of  their  compan¬ 
ions,  and  of  consequence  the  bar-room  was  a  continual 
scene  of  nois^  and  dissipation;  so  much  so  as  often 
to  be  a  serious  annoyance  to  persons  in  other  parts  of 
the  house. 

Behold  now  the  change  !  Last  Sabbath  and  the  Sun¬ 
day  previous,  the  writer  was  at  the  same  public  house, 
kept  by  the  same  gentleman  as  before.  The  bar-room 
was  locked  up  all  day  and  evening ;  the  few  persons 
who  came  for  liquor,  were  informed  that  it  was  not 
for  sale  there  on  Sunday ;  the  house  was  perfectly 
quiet,  and  the  family  were  able  to  enjoy  their  retire¬ 
ment.  The  same  was  the  case  (we  were  assured)  with 
every  other  tavern  in  the  place.  Not  one  is  open  for 
the  sale  of  liquor  on  the  Sabbath.  And  what  is  better, 
the  arrangement  is  entirely  voluntary  on  the  part  of 
the  proprietors,  though  recommended  by  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  at  the  last  renewal  of  licenses.  Need  we 
mention  the  effect  of  such  a  course  upon  the  general 
morals  of  the  place?  How  much  crime  and  misery  it 
prevents — how  much  happiness  it  secures ! 

An  intelligent  gentleman  informed  us  that  of  some¬ 
thing  more  than  iCk)  ships  belonging  to  that  port,  a  very 
considerable  proportion  (52  if  we  remember  right)  had 
made  their  last  voyages  without  the  aid  of.ardent  spirits, 
unless  perhaps  a  mere  trifle  to  be  usIemI  in  case  of 
wounds  or  sickness.  One  of  these  has  brought  in  over 
.5,(X)0  barrels  of  oil  within  the  last  IS  months,  and  the 
captain  remarked  to  us  that  he  was  perfectly  satisfied 
his  men  were  more  efficient  without  ardent  spirits  than 
they  could  have  been  with  it — J.  of  Com. 


INTERF.STI.\G  INTELLIGENCE  FROM  CEYLON. 

The  following  extract  of  a  letter  from  Rev.  Miron 
Winslow,  missionary  in  Ceylon,  to  his  brother  in 
Dover,  N.  II,  dated  Oodooville,  Jaffna,  Dec.  17, 18:10, 
will  be  read  with  deep  interest  by  all  friends  of  mis¬ 
sions  and  revivals. 

We  have  to  speak  of  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in 
granting  us  a  refreshing  from  His  presence,  when  we 
were  almost  ready  to  despair  of  his  appearing  to 
build  up  His  kingdom,  in  these  desolate  places.  Dur¬ 
ing  all  the  early  part  of  the  year,  we  were  mourning 
on  account  of  our  own  deadness,  and  the  want  of  life 
in  the  native  church.  Some  peculiar  trials  also  made 
us  feel  more  than  usual  our  extreme  weakness  and 
insufficiency  of  ourselves,  for  the  work  in  which  we 
are  engaged.  In  July,  a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer 
was  observed  in  this  mission,  on  account  of  the  low 
state  of  religion  among  us,  and  some  falls  in  the  church. 
From  that  time  a  little  more  life  was  visible,  but  no¬ 
thing  particularly  encouraging  until  the  monthly 
prayer  meeting  in  October;  when  a  spirit  of  prayer 
was  somewhat  remarkably  manifested,  especially  in 
regard  to  our  own  children  ;  of  whom  several  in  the 
mission  are  old  enough  To  know  the  value  of  their 
souls.  This  meeting  was  followed  by  some  a  wakening 
among  the  children,  and  by  more  seriousness  throughout 
all  our  families.  A  spirit  of  prayer  for  divine  aid,  and 
expectation  of  it,  was  more  prevalent  than  before.  On 
the  21st  of  the  month  was  our  quarterly  communion, 
when  the  members  of  the  church  at  the  five  different 
stations  cr.me  together,  in  one  place,  to  the  table  of 
the  Lord.  It  was  an  interesting  searon,  and  the 
preacher  on  the  occasion  was  much  affected,  in  ad¬ 
dressing  his  brethren  on  the  state  of  the  native  church. 
It  become  a  time  of  heart  searching — of  humiliation — 
and  yet  of  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost.  Encouraged  by 
some  appearances  of  revival  in  the  native  brethren 
and  sisters,  and  by  their  own  feelings,  two  of  our  num¬ 
ber  went  to  the  seminary  at  Batticotta  that  evening, 
and  in  connexion  with  the  brethren  who  reside  at  the 
station,  spent  the  two  remaining  week  days  in  private 
conversation,  in  social  and  public  meetings  with  the 
students ;  who  with  one  consent  laid  aside  their  studies, 
and  in  most  cases  seem^  to  make  it  their  business  to 
seek  the  salvation  of  their  souls.  Their  rooms  of  re¬ 
tirement  for  devotional  purposes,  were  lighted  up  until 
midnight,  especially  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  evenings; 
and  in  them  individuals orcompaniensoftwo, or  three  or 
more  were  earnestly,  and  in  rome  cases  with  much 
anguish,  calling  on  the  Lord  for  mercy.  The  Sabbath 
was  a  very  interesting  day.  (Convictions  when  begun 
were  increased,  and  new  cases  occurred.  On  Monday 
evening  a  prayer  meeting  of  the  families  at  the  station, 
with  two  brethren  from  other  stations,  seemed  to  be 
attended  with  a  peculiar  manifestation  of  the  divine 
presence.  Two  of  the  older  children,  who  were  pre¬ 
sent,  could  not  close  their  eyes  that  night  until  they 
had  endeavoured  to  give  themselves  to  the  lx)rd ;  and 
there  is  rome  reason  to  hope  they  were  enabled  to  do 
it  in  sincerity.  The  good  work  also  increased  in  the 
Seminary,  and  the  brethren  from  the  other  stations, 
continued  to  come  and  assist  in  directing  the  inquirers 
to  Christ  By  the  middle  of  the  week  almost  every 
member  of  the  seminary  (100  in  all)  was  under  con¬ 
cern  of  mind,  or  rejoicing  in  hope— in  a  majority 
of  the  cas^  though  hr  uo  meana  in  all  the  exercises 
of  their  minds  seemed  deep,  and  promised  to  be  lasting. 
On  Thursday  was  the  quarterly  meeting  of  all  our 
Schoolmasters,  and  those  of  Uie  church  mission  (about 
106)  including  some  school  visiters.  This  was  held  at 
Batticotta,  and  the  addresses  made,  were  in  the  spirit 
of  the  awakening.  They  were  attended  by  a  blessing. 
Most  of  the  masters  not  previously  aroused  were 
stirred  up  to  inquire  earnestly  after  ^e  way  ofndrR- 


tion ;  and  several  of  them  have,  there  is  reason  to  hope, 
cloe^  sincerely  with  the  terms  of  mercy  through 
Christ  Jesus. 

At  all  the  other  stations  and  nearly  at  the  same 
time  as  at  Batticotta  the  influences  of  the  Spirit  were 
also  manifested,  particularly  in  the  Preparatory  School 
at  Tillipally  and  the  Female  Boarding  ^hool  at 
(Jodooville — in  both  of  which  all  the  older  children 
are  awakened,  and  several  of  them  hopefully  convert¬ 
ed.  Some  also  not  connected  with  any  of  our  stations, 
and  many  of  the  children  of  the  native  free  school,  are 
affected.  VVe  held  a  general  meeting  of  the  larger 
children  in  the  free  schools  on  the  18th  of  last  month 
at  Oodooville,  where  8(X)  were  present  Of  these  (at 
that  time  or  since)  more  than  100  professed  to  have  | 
commenced  praying  to  God,  and  most  of  them  a  reso¬ 
lution  to  live  as  Christians,  however  opposed  by  parents 
or  others.  Our  monthly  prayer  meeting  in  November 
was  very  interesting.  The  subject  brought  forward 
was  from  the  text,  “  Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the 
store-house,”  &c.  With  the  native  members  in  union 
prayer  meetings,  attended  by  church  members  and  in¬ 
quirers  from  different  stations,  we  have  also  hail  some 
very  precious  seasons.  VVe  trust  the  good  work  is 
still  in  progress.  Help  us  to  praise  the  Lord  for  his 
mercy  and  grace. 

I  should  add  that  the  revival  of  the  w’ork  of  the  I^rd 
is  also  manifest  in  the  town  of  Jafl’na  where  many  are 
inquiring,  what  shall  we  do  to  be  saved.  Pray  for  us 
all,  that  we  may  not  hinder  the  Lord’s  work,  but  that 
we  may  be  instrumental  in  extending  it,  until  all  the 
perisliing  heathen  around  us  are  converted.

THE  SEED  TIME  OF  SUPERSTITION. 

This  day  (Childermas  or  Innocents'  day,)  puts  me  in 
mind  of  the  great  perplexity  and  uneasiness  which  I 
iiave  perceived  in  many  people,  occasioned  by  the 
superstitious  impressions  made  upon  their  minds,  by 
the  tales  of  weak  and  ignorant  people,  in  their  infancy 
— a  period  when  the  tender  mind  is  more  apt  to  receive 
the  impressions  of  error  and  vice,  as  well  as  those  of 
truth  and  virtue ;  and,  having  once  received  either  the 
one  or  the  other,  is  likely  to  retain  them,  as  long  as  it 
subsists  in  the  body.  How  charitable  a  care  is  it, 
therefore,  and  how  much  the  duty  of  every  parent 
whom  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  with  a  right  under¬ 
standing,  to  endeavour  to  transmit  that  undersUinding, 
with  whatever  improvement  he  can,  to  his  children. 
To  have  at  least  as  much  care  of  them  as  a  gardener 
has  of  a  nice  and  delicate  plant  that  he  values,  when 
he  diligently  shelters  and  defends  it,  from  the  perni¬ 
cious  assaults  of  storms  and  tempests  and  blasting 
winds,  till  a  milder  season  and  warmer  sun  put  it  out 
of  danger !  With  no  less  industry  ought  a  kind  parent 
to  guard  the  tender  mind  of  his  child,  from  tlie  hurtful 
notions,  and  superstitious  conceits,  of  foolish,  igno¬ 
rant  people ;  who,  by  senseless  and  impertinent  tales, 
begin  to  plant  errors  and  evil  in  the  innocent  soul, 
even  from  the  cradle.*  It  is  in  the  nursery  where 
miserably  deluded  and  deluding  wretches  first  row 
those  tares  in  the  child,  which  it  is  ten  to  one  if  the 
grown-up  man  is  ever  able  to  root  out.  There,  every 
simple  creature,  if  not  prevented,  will  be  blotting  the 
yet  clear  and  unspotted  soul,  and  sullying  it  with  false 
lines,  and  foul  characters;  besmearing  it,  after  their 
awkward  manner,  with  horrid  images  of  frightful  sprites 
and  hobgoblins,  and  painting  upon  it  a  thousand 
monstrous  and  terrific  shapes  of  death,  to  make  their 
future  life  miserably  wretched.  Thus  with  a  barbarous 
folly  they  create,  betimes,  the  most  abhorring  aversion 
in  the  mind,  to  that  which  Providence  has  ordained  ; 
and  with  a  detestable  impiety  row  in  it  the  seeds  of 
reluctance  and  contradiction  to  the  wisdom,  will,  and 
unalterable  decrees  of  the  Almighty.  So  that  when 
wiser  people  come  to  try  their  skill,  they  find  their 
unhappy  soul  so  bedaub^  with  these  odious,  hideous 
figures,  that  there  is  little  room  left  for  fairer  and  better 
impressions.  Here  is  laid  the  ground  work  of an  erroneous 
judgment,  and  wrong  understanding;  and  amongst 
other  mischiefs  that  have  here  their  beginning,  are 
those  very  greviuus  ones  of  a  timorous  and  superstitious 
spirit,  apt  to  give  credit  to  the  luckiness  or  unluckincss 
of  certain  days,  and  to  a  thousand  ominous  whimsies 
and  conceits,  which  as  they  are  the  unhappy  offspring 
of  weakness  and  ignorance,  so  are  they  the  never 
enough  to  be  detested  parents  of  grief  and  misery,  to 
those  who  are  weak  and  wretched  enough  to  be  deluded 
by  them.  All  thesedeplorable  follies  proceed  from  wrong 
and  unworthy  apprehensions  of  God’s  providence, 
in  his  care  of  man,  and  government  of  the  world.  For 
no  reasonable  creature  can  ever  imagine  that  the  all¬ 
wise  God  should  inspire  owls  and  ravens  to  hoot  out 
the  elegies  of  dying  men;  that  he  should  have  ordained 
a  fatality  in  number,  and  inflicted  punishment  without 
an  offence ;  and  that  the  being  one  of  a  fatal  number  at 
a  table,  should,  though  contrary  to  no  command,  be  a 
crime  not  to  be  expiated  but  by  death!  That  even  dogs, 
spiders,  and  candles,  should  have  a  foreknowledge  of 
man’s  destiny  !  That  certain  days  are  unlucky,  as  if  the 
good  and  virtuous  were  not,  at  all  times  and  in  all 
places,  and  in  all  numbers  too,  assured  of  the  protection 
of  the  infinitely  merciful  God  ! — How's  Devout  Medi¬ 
tations, — Bishop  Jebb's  edition.

God  requires  of  men  to  set  apart  one  seventh  of  the 
whole  time  for  the  Sabbath,  and  it  is  every  Christian’s 
duty  to  settle  in  his  own  mind,  in  the  light  of  Scrip- ; 
tore,  which  hours  between  sundown  on  Saturday,  and 
twelve  o’clock  on  Sunday  night,  are  required.  These 
hours  he  is  bound  to  keep  holy  without  deviation.  Now 
there  are  many  professors,  and  rome  of  them  members 
of  very  orthodox  churches,  who  do  not  scruple  to  vio-  i 
late  occasionally  the  Holy  Sabbath  day,  by  travelling. 
They  leave  Saturday  afternoon,  in  steam  boats  or 
stage  coaches,  expecting  to  arrive  Sunday  morning. 
And  some  who  stop  at  an  intermediate  place,  do  not 
hesitate  to  proceed  on  during  the  Sabbath.  Many 
excuses  are  made,  and  some  pretend  to  justify  this 
course.  “We  save  a  day,”  says  one:  “My  family 
may  be  sick,”  says  another :  “  My  business  will  suf¬ 
fer,”  says  a  third ;  “  I  can  read  my  Bible,  perhaps  have 
preaching  on  board,  can  attend  church  after  my  arri¬ 
val.”  “1  want  to  visit  a  Sabbath  school,  and  there  is 
no  harm  in  travelling,  when  there  is  no  church.” 

Christian  professors!  You  are  sacredly  bound  to 
keep  the  Sabbath  day  holy,  from  the  beginning  to  the 
end.  “  If,”  says  Dr.  Beecher,  “  professors  of  religion 
violate  the  Sabbath,  who  will  observe  it?  If  they  do 
not  stand  forth  united  for  its  preservation,  who  will 
defend  it?  And  if,  for  its  violation,  judgment  shall 
begin  at  the  house  of  God,  what  shall  be  the  end  of 
them  that  know  not  God,  and  obey  not  the  Gospel  ?” 
Says  President  Humphry:  “If  you  engage  in  any 
secular  business  whatever,  if  you  are  seen  in  stages 
and  steamboats,  and  canal  packets,  or  travelling  for 
business  or  pleasure  in  your  own  private  conveyances, 
on  the  Lord’s  day,  you  not  only  sin  against  your  own 
souls,  but  lend  the  whole  weight  of  your  example  to 
embolden  others  in  transgression.”  The  command¬ 
ment  is  imperative.  There  are  no  exceptions,  but  in 
cases  of  necessity  and  mercy.  Where  the  object  is 
to  save  time  or  money,  we  have  no  right  to  take  any 
part  of  the  Sabbath.  The  conscience  will  determine 
right  in  this  matter.  Let  not  Satan  beguile  us  by  per¬ 
suasions  that  there  is  little  or  no  harm  in  infringing 
somewhat  on  holy  time,  (vod  will  not  permit  any  mao 
to  Bufllhr,  in  the  long  run,  who  keeps  his  cominand- 
ments  with  cheerful  itrictneBB.

ScpEnsTiTiON  m  Home. — A  letter  from  an  American 
gentleman  III  Home  to  his  frieiul  in  New  York,  gives 
the  following  account  of  the  measures  resorted  to  by 
the  pope  to  keep  his  subjects  in  order.  ^ 

Feb.  25tk. — Tlie  Pope,  in  despair,  has  resorted  to 
the  relics  of  the  Church,  instead  of  depending  entirely 
upon  the  rabble,  who  are  ignorant  and  superstitious, 
and  whom  he  has  armed  with  knives,  and  other  imple¬ 
ments  of  de.alh.  A  proclamation  was  issued  a"  few 
days  since,  directing  that  two  of  the  Images  of  the  Holy 
Virgin,  which  are  only  shown  to  the  people  on  great 
occasions,  should  be  exhibited  in  ibe  churches,  (and 
so  many)  I  think  7  years  and  40  days  indulgence 
granted  to  tlie  souls,  after  death,  of  all  those  who 
should  go  every  day  and  kiss  this  Image  and  renew 
their  vows  of  fidelity  to  the  pope.  The  chain  with 
which  St.  Peter  was  fastened  in  prison  at  Jerusalem, 
by  order  of  Herod,  and  wliicli  was  brought  to  Home 
in  442,  is  exhibited  with  great  pomp  to  the  people, 
who  kneel  down  in  multitudes,  and  tlie  Priest  pre¬ 
sents  the  collar  at  the  end  of  the  chain  to  the  worship- 
per,  who  kisses  it,  after  whicli  the  Priest  places  it 
round  his  neck,  uttering  some  inaudible  words.  The 
ceremony  calls  together  a  vast  number  of  the  devout, 
both  of  the  lilgliest  as  well  as  the  lower  orders,  who 
all  go  through  this  ceremony.
